Hereafter publishers of weekly 
newspapers can not carry subscriber* 
in arrears for more than one year, 
semi- weekly more than nine months, 
tri- weeklies longer than six months, and 
dailies longer than three months. For 
each violation the publisher will be fined 
one cent for each four ounces. Since 
the average new*pa|>er weighs four 
ounces or lees, each pa|>er sent to a 
subscriber in arrears for a longer peri- 
od than indicated will cost the publish- 
er one cent fine. Our subscriliers will

George Dixon, the Negro pugilist, is 
dead in New York. 

Seven men were drowned by the ov- 
er-turning of a skiff near Kickapoo, 

Kaa. 

Robbers got $3,000 from the State 
Bank of McCurtain, Okla., and $1,200 
from the Bank of Fairmount, some 15 
miles distant. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad employes have been drop- 
lied from the company’s pay rolls on 
account of the financial situation. 

Judge Albert S. Berry, of the Camp- 
bell circuit court, is dead in Newport 
of pneumonia. For many years he had 
been a picturesque figure in that city 
and county. 

F. Augustus Heinxe, the copper mag- 
nate, has been indicted by the Federal 
grand jury in New York for overcerti- 
fication of checks amounting in the ag- 
gregate to more than $400,000 

Eighty or more of Ohio excursionists 
were injured by the wrecking of a 
special train on a trestle between Dal- 
las and Hiram, Ga. The engineer was 
killed. Three of the injured will die. 

The Genersl headquarters of the 
telegraph system of the (Jueen and 
Crescent route was ordered removed 
from Chattanooga to Lexington, under 
the superin tendency of W. S. Mel- 
ton. 

The United States Court of Appeals 
at Cincinnati decided an im|Mirtant case 
in favor of the State of Kentucky and 
against the national hanks. The banks 
contended that before paying taxes on 
their undivided profits and surplus they 
were entitled to deduct the amount of 
Government bonds held by them. This 
contention was not sustained by the 
court. 

Night riders have liecome active in 
Bath and several other counties in the 
Bluegrass belt. The destruction of 
property to the value of $25,000 in Bath 
county has caused unusual vigilance 
among citizens in that and adjoining 
counties. The American Tobacco Com- 
pany has ceased buying at Mt. Sterling 
and has closed its warehouses at that 
place. 

The Board of Curators of the Ken- 
tucky University, of I-exington, adopt- 
ed resolutions recommending that the 
name of the Kentucky Agricultural and 
Mechanical College he changed to 
"State University, Lexington, Ky.,” 
and that the name of Kentucky Uni- 
versity be changed to Transylvania, ef- 
fective on approval of the Kentucky 
General Assembly. 

The Supreme Court, in an opinion by 
Justice White, held to be unconstitu- 
tional “the employers’ liability law,” 
making railroads and other common car- 
riers responsible to employes in acci- 
dents due to the negligence of fellow 
servants or to ineffective appliances. 
The decision of the lower courts was af- 
firmed. One of the decisions was ren- 
dered by Judge Evans, of Louisville. 

Postmaster General Meyer has issued 
an order that all contractors for mails 
upon Star, screen wagon, messenger or 
special service routes shall not trans- 
port intoxicating liquor from one point 
to another while in the performance of 
mail service. Thi% has a direct bearing 
on the prohibition movement arid af- 
fects the States of North Carolina, 
Florida, Georgia. Alabama, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Kentucky.

$160,000,000. Rockefeller, Mrs. Sage 
and Carnegie are given in that order 
as the three largest donors, and it 
would take a financial earthquake to 
give them personal knowledge of hard 
time*. In round numbers the gifts to 
education were $70,000,000; to relig- 
ion, over $9,000,01X1; to museums, art 
galleries and public improvements, 
over $17,000,000, and to libraries, un- 
der $3, 000, (WO. But these items only 
aggregate $100,000,000. 



State Treasurer Bosworth turned 
over to his successor Monday $1,180,- 
055.72, which included $167,528.94 
due city schools which has not been 
paid till January. Deducting that 
amount thore is still $1,012,526.78 of 
good hard money for the Republicans 
to spend, there being at present no 
other claims whatever chargeable to it. 
Pretty good for a democratic adminis- 
tration which found a depleted treas- 
ury when the republicans turned the 
offices over. And besides this they 
have built and paid for a capitol which 
Cast considerably over a million.
